Letter Non-responsive 



The amendment filed on 03/05/01 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and 
presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The 
remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because they are not directed to the 
linkage arrangement set forth in figure 51 and 5m as are claims 15-25 but are directed to computer 
application, graphic image and peripheral device (claims 26-29, 34-44, 47-52) and a simulated 
button (claims 53-58). 

It is further noted that the remarks fail to set forth the claim language in each claim that 
defines over the art of record as required by 37CFR1.1 1 1(b) and (c). 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, 
applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, whichever is 
longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the omission or correction in 
order to avoid abandonment.
